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NOTES FROM OUR EXCHANGES. 


—Germany has at the present day no small part in 
the missionary work of the world. There are twelve 
German Societies laboring in India, China, Atrica, the 
Kast Indies, Australia, and Palestine. They are repre- 
sented by 517 missionaries at 342 stations, are employing 
2,560 native agents, and have in charge 193,775 native 
Christians. Of these, 72,000 are communicants, while 
40,843 children are taught in their 790 schools. The 
total contributions of these societies last year were 
$1,276,800. ; 

—The liquor sellers of Richmond, Va., recently closed 
their saloons for two Sabbaths to show that they are and 
always have been law-abiding citizens. The result was 
one that they had not’bargained for. On the Monday 
before they closed the police arrested thirty persons for 
drunkenness, On the first Monday after they arrested 
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law breaking and crime. 


—Since the year 1400 there have been 280 serious

—KHight hundred and seventy thousand adults, con- 
verts from among the heathen, are now in communion 
with the Church of Christ as the result of Protestant 
missionary labor. These, with their families and de- 
pendents, form Christian communities scattered over al- 
most every portion of the habitable globe, numbering in 
the aggregate at least 2,800,000 souls. Two thousand 
five hundred of these converts are ordained ministers of 
the Gospel, placed over Christian congregations; 27,000 
are employed as evangelists to their heathen fellow- 


agents in preaching and teaching in Sunday-schools, and 
engaged in other works of Christian usefulness. The 
children of these converts, with a large number of the 
children of the heathen, are receiving secular and relig- 
ious instruction in day-schools. 


—There is said to be but one orator in the British 
House of Commons whose gestures, few and effective, 
are always dignified. Lord Randolph Churchill is no- 
toriously and ridiculously restless. Even Mr. Gladstone, 
when he is excited, has some curious motions—as, for 
example, when on the second reading of the Home Rule 
bill, he seemed to be trying to catch imaginary flies be- 
tween the two forefingers of his right hand. The late 
Mr. Foster was always shaking his forefinger in the front 
of the House. Lord Salisbury, by attempting to avoid 
all gestures, looks like a schoolboy repeating a lesson. 
Lord Hartington is ungainly. Mr. Chamberlin always 
gives one the impression that he is inviting everybody 
around him to come on. Mr. Bright alone unites thrill- 
ing speech with a dignity of gesture which is habitual;

And now the son of Dr, 
Williams leaves his father’s early profession of the law, 
to become his successor after an interval of fifty-five 
years since his father’s ordination, and of ninety years 
since the grandfather was thus set apart to the work of 
the ministry.—[ Christian at Work. 


—Many ladies have stepped from the departments into 
the position of honored wives, luxurious homes, and 
places of the highest social standing. Miss Camilla 
Webb, daughter of a former banker in Washington, one 
of the greatest beauties in this city, was a clerk of the 
comptroller of currency for some years. She married 
Baron Von Haire, ambassador from the Netherlands, 
and is now of the Queen’s household. Mrs. B. H: 
Brewster, the daughter of Robert J. Walker, formerly 
secretary of the treasury, filled a position in the treas- 
ury fora long time when the shadow of adversity came 
upon her and her aged and unfortunate father. Mr.

—The determination of Rev. Dr. J. D. Fulton, the well- 
known Baptist clergyman, to retire from his Brooklyn 
pastorate and engage in special efforts for the conversion 
of Roman Catholics, is widely noticed and commented 
upon by the press. It is a singular thing for a man to do 
—singular, because, as Dr. Fulton himself says, it is a 
work “which few are willing either to undertake or be- 
come identified with.” But he feels impelled thereto by 
an influence which he can not resist, declaring: “For 
years the woe has been unto me,if I preach not the 
Gospel to the people in America, who are deluded by the 
errors of Rome.” _To his church, which is reported as 
refusing to accept his resignation, but will grant him an 
indefinite leave of absence, he says: “I am to do more 
than separate myself from your fellowship; I am to go 
without support, without patronage, dependent upon the 
covenanted promises of my heavenly Father for an 
effectual door to be opened to me to the hearts of this 
people, and for the aid necessary to scatter books and 
tracts which shall help to refute the errors of Romanism, 
and preach Christ to these millions who are tiring of the 
bondage of Rome, and are desirous of the more excellent 
way of the Gospel.” Fora few Sundays, Dr. Fulton 
will preach in the Masonic Temple, New York, in con- 
nection with the Reformed Catholic movement, at the 
head of which is Father O'Connor, and then will accept 
invitations to speak in all parts of the country. He de- 
clares his special purpose in the following terms: “No 
organization of Christian men is in existence that seek 
as a specialty to turn Romanists to Christ. There are 
leagues and alliances that deal with Romanism as a polit- 
ical power. My missionis to the souls of Romanists. 
For them Christ died. His blood alone can atone for 
their sins and wash them away. They must be brought 
to see and feel this, or they are under the condemnation 
and wrath of God.”

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A SHORT SERMON.

‘“‘ Endeavocing to keep the unity of the Spirit in the 
bond of peace.” Eph. 4: 3. 


Jesus has but one church on earth, but this church 
has many members. All true believers in Jesus, re- 
gardless of color, nationality, wealth, or education, are 
ihembers of his body, and the Son of God is the head 
of that body. The members of Christ’s body are to 
occupy different positions in the church and world, and 
they are to fit themselves for the duties of their re- 
spective positions by appropriate discipline and educa- 
tion of mind and heart. We are not all run in the 
same mold, intellectually, and for that very reason 
there is a large variety of thought on subjects of minor 
importance, and sometimes on subjects of vital impor- 
tance. There is a remarkable unity on the subject of 
repentance, faith, humility, charity, and obedience to 
the divine Master. 

It is not the name by which we are known among 
men that constitutes us one, religiously, but the spirit 
that we possess and manifest. We can “keep the unity 
of the Spirit’? in any local organization, or even in 
none. Voting a man into a church does not make him 
a Christian, and expelling him without cause does not 
take his religion from him. All this is man’s work. 
If a man is right with Christ, it he has been “born 
again,” he will possess and “keep the unity of the 
Spirit,” though his name msy not be on the roll of any 
religious denomination. We have many church or- 
ganizations in this country,and why? Why are they 
not all members of one organization? Is it not for the 
very reason that we do not and can not all think alike? 
In our relation to Jesus, the Savior of sinners, we both 
think and feel alike; that is, we ‘e:] saved. When we 
organize for church-work we differ. In this case what 
can be done? Is it not true that “those who think 
alike should act together?’ It is this fact more than 
anything else that has brought into existence the vari- 
ous religious denominations in this country. All 
evangelical denominations believe in the authenticity 
and inspiration of the Bible. They all believe in God, 
and in his Son Jesus Christ. They all preach repent- 
ance, faith in Christ, and daily Christian living. Here 

‘they “keep the unity of the Spirit.” This is right, and 
this is probably as close a union as can be effected on 
earth. Noone of the many religious denominations in 
this country will be likely to consent to repudiate its 
denominational existence and have its name blotted 
out forever, and so be called by another name. 

We do not know nor have we heard of any denomi- 
nation in this country that is willing to take the name 
“Christian,” without any affix or prefix. Nor can it 
be effected by any ecclesiastical legislation. Nor will 
resolutions avail anything. We may resolve that we 
need two moons instead of one, but we shall have to 
content ourselves with one moon all the same. One 
hundred men in convention may be one in spirit but 
not in theory. We can not compel men to think as we 
do, nor can we be compelled to think as other 
men do. We can create an excitement and set the 
whole church to thinking and talking, and every effort 
to effect denominational union will only tend to sepa- 
rate them still further from each other. Asa church 
we claim to stand on the Bible, untrammeled by a writ- 
ten creed. At the present day we can not open our 
mouths wide enough to swallow the creed of any secta- 
rian church, however nicely it may be sugar-coated. 
We can work with avy of them in revival meetings, and 
we can exchange pulpits with their pastors, and do many 
other good things and thereby “keep the unity of the 
Spirit.” All this we ean do without giving up our 
Gospel name or Gospel principles, to please and profit 
any denomination on the globe. 

We should strive in a Christian way to strengthen 
the church of our choice. All this we can do, and at 
the same time “keep the unity of the Spirit.” The 
Christian Chureh has been a “recruiting office” for 
other denominations full long enough, and it is time 
to cry “halt.” When a man is not satisfied with the 
Christian Church he has a right to go to a better de- 
nomination—if he can find one. There are denomina- 
tions that pay their pastors a larger salary, and occa- 
sionally a man drops out of the Christian Church and 
benefits himself financially. An eagle-eyed world 
can see the motive that influenced the change. The 
door to the Christian Church swings both ways, and a 


good man can come into the church, and if he is not 
satisfied he can go out again. When we work with 
other churches at their request we do not necessarily 
adopt their creed. We ‘‘keep the unity of the Spirit” 
and let the creed alone. We can work in a Methodist 
meeting without indorsing episcopacy. We can work 
in a revival meeting with the Close Communion Bap- 
tists without embracing their close communion. We 
can help the Free Baptists without adopting their 
creed or giving ourselves to them as a denomination. 
All this we can do and “keep the unity of the Spirit.” 

Weare not engaged in a quarrel with any church, 
and if we all attend to our appropriate work there will 
be no conflict of feeling, and no differences will arise 
to weaken the church and alienate brethren who are 
now living in peace and in Christian love. May the 
Lord help us to so live that we may “keep the unity of 
the Spirit in the bond of peace.”

SERMON. 


BY REV. H J. RHODES 

[Synopsis of a sermon preached before the Rocking- 
ham Christian Conference October 22, 1886 ] 

“Awake, awake, put on thy strength, O Zion; put on 
thy beautiful garments, O Jerusalem, the holy city. . 
Shake thyself from the dust; arise, sit thee down, O 
Jerusalem; loose thyself from the bands of thy neck, 
O captive daughter of Zion ”’ Isa. 52: 1, 2. 

In calling your attention to this text it is not my 
purpose to take the time to give the exegesis and con- 
necting history, but to call attention to some lessons 
that I deem important in the line of sources of church 
strength. Had I the power of the voice of an arch- 
angel I would utter the first word of the text until the 
entire church of God on earth was aroused to activity. 
Weare here as the representatives of the churches of 
this conference, and to do the best things in the inter- 
east of these churches. If I may be able to help both 
ministers and delegates to increased activity then seme- 
thing will be gained. The first source of strength is— 

ACTIVITY. 


There is not enough personal work done. Most pro- 
fessed Christians are willing that the work shall be 
done by others—any one so we are not troubled with 
it. In this matter of personal work we allow infer- 
ences to be taken that we would, under no circum- 
stances, allow to be spoken. We will not for a mo- 
ment acknowledge that we are not capable of perform- 
ing a Christian act, but are simply idling away the 
time, and our dearest and best friends, aye, our chil- 
dren, and wives and husbands, are perishing, but we do 
not put forth an effort to help them. If they are phys- 
ically ill do we fold our arms and let them suffer with- 
out making an effort to give.them relief and help? Ie 
the soul of less value than the body? Is the meat 
more than life, or the raiment more than the body? I 
fear there is not enough praying done. Daniel was 
found three times a day at prayer. Oh, how often the 
blessed Jesus was found in prayer! Oh, brother in 
the ministry, we are not in the closet often enough! 
Our churches are not praying as they ought. In 
prayer, earnest and faithful, lies the secret of our suc- 
cess in personal work. When we are hungry we eat 
food. When we are spiritually weak we should seek 
food from heaven, for “prayer is the Christian’s vital 
breath, the Christian’s native air.’’ Beloved, let us be 
often in prayer that we may be able to accomplish 
much for the building up of the church of God. 

Again, there is not enough personal responsibility 
felt in church-work. What are the majority of the 
members of our churches doing to-day? Leaving the 
work to the few. We are always desirous that our 
children should grow in perfect stature, and if for any 
reason they are dwarfed we are troubled. But there 
are people in this audience who have been members of 
the family of God for twenty-five, thirty, forty, and I 
know not but for fifty years, but what about the growth 
they have made in these years? There are in every 
church a few zealous ones who are always ready for 
every good word and work, but by far too many are 
dwarfed and undersized. O Christian man, Christian 
woman, “Awake, awake, put on thy strength.” Would 
you sleep if the earth were trembling and quaking be- 
neath you? Would you be idle if you knew that your 
boy or girl were at this moment being led by wicked 


“companions into courses of vice and vileness? Why 


are we so inactive? Inactivity produces death. The 





Asiatic leper watches the progress of his terrible 
malady until one by one the fingers of his hands and 
toes of his feet rot and fall off. O God, are our 
churches suffering from a worse malady than this? 
Are we dying of inanition and not making any effort 
to save ourselves from this fearful end? I knew a man 
who, through fear of going to the poor-house, con- 
cluded he would not live. He was not ill, so said the 
physicians, but he refused to arise and move about to 
keep his strength. For weeks we waited upon him 
and watched over him. Again and again we pleaded 
with him to arouse himself from this stagnation of 
mind and will, and at last he died of putrefaction. Is 
it too late to arouse ourselves from this fatal sleep? 
Shall we not be from this day more active in the Mas- 
ter’s service? My desire is that we may be always 
zealous tor the truth. Another source of strength is— 
UNITY 


“Pat on thy beautitul garments.”” There is mani- 
fest a wonderful acut>ness of taste in matters of dress. 
Why do we say, I prefer blue, or scarlet, or orange, or 
brown, or crimson? Because we have a taste for har- 
mony of colors, avd are offended with that which will 
not harmonize. We love harmony, and in matters of 
dress furnishings use great care to have perfect blend- 
ing of colors,and this is right. Bat, O Christian man,

we are supposed to wear? S:e, our names are on the 
church lists, and the world is reading them. Are our 
names written in the Lamb’s book of life? Are we 
careful that there shall be a perfect harmony between 
our profession and the life we are living? Let us, as 
ministers and churches, put on the robes of righteous- 
ness and wear them wherever we go, that the world 
may take knowledge that ‘‘we havea been with Jesus.”’ 

If we are united with Christ in our lives there will 
be a unity of action, ‘For two can not walk together 
except they be agreed.” To be united with him means 
success. Again, we should have harmony between this 
life and the coming life. A life and character 
marred and polluted by sin would not look well clothed 
ina white robe, and forming a part of that innumer- 
able host whom John saw standing on a sea of glass. 
Not much harmony in that. “Let us lay aside every 
weight and the sin that doth so easily beset us, and run 
with patience the rave set before us.’’ Another source 
of church strength is— 

PURITY. 

“Shaketbyself from the dust.” Well did the blessed 
Jesus say, “Blessed are the pure in heart; for they 
shall see God.’”’ How in contrast was this picture to 
the actual state of men about him when the words 
were spoken! Hypocrity, self-righteousness, and op- 
pression were the ruling traits of men. How much 
better are we in this day? One of our own poets has 
_ ‘ See, how we grovel here below, 

Fond of these trifling toys! 
Oar souls can neither fly nor go 
To reach immortal joys.”’ 

Oh, how true, how true! See the Christian’s name, 
character, influence, and life stained, marred, and pol- 
luted by sin, until it has become a hiss and a by-word in 
the mouths of sinners. Are other things paramount to 
our church obligations? What did we unite with the 
church for? That we might gain prestige in the com- 
munity; that we may, under the name of the church, 
commit deviltry that otherwise would be descried by 
the world. Shame, shame, I cry, that my. Father's 
house should become a den of thieves! Shake thyself 
from the dust of filth and imputed sin, and arise, O 
church of God, and be ye pure. There is one other 
source of strength I wish to refer to; namely— 


EXALTATION AND DIGNITY,

4: 2: “Here it is required in stewards that a 
man be found faithful.”’ : 

Christian brethren, assign unto your leadership faith- 
ful men. Do not place in office men that come from 
other denominations, with a view to pleasing them, 
and to show our liberali‘y and our charity.

The country and small 
villages generally gave large majorities for it, but the 
cities, with very few exceptions, went overwhelmingly 
against it. Our township gave 140 majority for it, and 
Ionia County 2,800 for it. If the amendment is lost, we 
shall ever be proud of our local record. One good result 
may follow this election, as probably the present legis- 
lature will pass a bill now pending to make our pres- 
ent law, which is as good as can be made if liquor 
must be sold, more effective. But the war against the 
liquor traffic will not cease till the manufacture of the 
vile stuff is prohibited the world over...... £& letter from 
Bro. Lester, of Marshall, informs me of the death of 
Sister Price, wife of our beloved brother, Elder George 
Price. She was a most estimable woman. May the 
Lord sustain our brother in his bereavement.—D. E.

STRABO ON MOSES. 

Among the most interesting, and at the same time 
amusing, passages in the geographical works of Strabo, 
are those in which lie refers to Moses, the great law- 
giver. Itis manifest he had no knowledge whatever 
of the Bible, and but little of Jewish history previous 
to the return of the Jews from captivity, yet he groups 
together truth and error with great dexterity. Of the 
early history of Moses, Strabo says: 


“An Egyptian priest named Moses, who possessed a 
portion of the country called Lower Egypt, being dis- 
satisfied with. the established institutions there, left it 
and came to Judea with a large body of psople who wor- 
shiped the divinity. He taught that the Egyptians and 
Africans entertained erroneous sentiments in repre- 
senting the divinity under the likeness of wild beasts 
and cattle of the field; that the Greeks were also in 
error in making images of their gods after the human 
form; for God may be this one thing which encompasses us 
all, land and sea, which we call heaven, or the universe, or 
the nature of things.” Vol. III., 177-8. 


We are glad to know that Moses in his views of God 
was clearer than here represented, but Strabo is 
fortunate in regarding the law-giver as being hostile to 
image worship, or the worship of anything except the 
God of our fathers. But he further says that Moses 
taught that “We ought not to carve any images, but 
should set apart some sacred ground and a shrine 
ne oy of the Deity, and worship him without simili- 
tude.” 

It is manifest that Strabo believed Moses to be a 
stoic, or drew upon the stoic writers for his views con- 
cerning him. But the following passage is not only 
remarkable, but really amusing: “Moses taught that 
those who made fortunate dreams were to be permit- 
ted to sleep in the temple, where they might dream 
both for themselves and others.” 

The following sentiment, which Strabo attributes 


to Moses, whether truly or falsely, is worthy of all 
praise, though wrapped up somewhat in the supersti- 
tion common to that era: “That those who practice 
temperance and justice, and none else, might expect 
good, or some gift or sign from God, from time to 
time.” 

Strabo then adds: “By such doctrines Moses per- 
suaded a large body of right-minded people to ac- 
company him to the place where Jerusalem now 
stands. He easily obtained possession of it, as the 
spot was not such as to excite jealousy, not for which 
there could be any fierce contention, for 1t is rocky, 
and though well supplied with water, it is surrounded 
by a barren and worthless territory.” 

This description of Jerusalem and its surroundings 
was no doubt very graphic for the day in which Strabo 
lived, but it is far from the truth as it existed when 
the children of Israel entered the Promised Land, for it 
was then a land “flowing with milk and honey.” 
Moreover, Moses never saw Jerusalem, and never even 
set foot within the géographical limits of Judea. The 
following passage contains a beautiful sentiment 
uniquely expressed: ‘Instead of arms he (Moses) 
taught that their defense was in their sacred things 
and the Deity, for whom he was desirous of finding a 
settled place.” 

But mark the following sentences: ‘‘Moses thus ob- 
tained their (the people’s) good opinion, and estab- 
lished no ordinary form of government. All the 
nations around willingly united with him, allured by 
his discourses and promises. His successors continued 
for some time to observe the, same conduct, doing 
justly, and worshiping God with sincerity. After- 
wards superstitious persons were appointed to the 
priesthood and then tyrants. From superstition arose 
abstinence from flesh, from the eating of which it is 
now the custom to refrain, circumcision, excision, and 
other practices which the people observe.” 

Such are the views of thie ancient historian of one of 
the greatest men that ever lived. They show how ut- 
terly ignorant he was of the true character of Moses 
and the system of government established by him. It 
is really astonishing it is so, for it is remarkable that a 
man of the extensive erudition of Strabo did not ob- 
tain more accurate knowledge of so great a man and 
his works. Strabo was born at Amasis, on the river 
Trus, in Pontus, and surely the fame of Moses and his 
wonderful career were well known among the men of 
learning in all ages. - It is quite well authenticated 
that Strabo died when Jesus Christ was about twen‘y- 
one years old. Be that as it may, we read his work 
with astonizhment that he knew so little of the most 
wonderful events in the world’s history. Although 
he gives a careful description of the Red Sea and many 
historical events which transpired on its shores, yet he 
does not seem even to have heard of Moses having led 
the Israelites safely through it, while Pharaoh and his 
armed hosts were overwhelmed in its waters. This, 
however, is easily accounted for by the fact that he 
never read, and perhaps never saw, any part of the 
Old Testament Scriptures. When a man of Strabo’s 
acknowledged learning was so ignorant, how grateful 
we ought to be for the revealed Word of God! What 
a priceless legacy from heaven!

Alone in poverty he 
sat upon the ground. The question that came to hig 
heart was, whether to rebel against God or whether to 
submit. It might have been only a momentary 
thought. Of course the idea of fighting against God 
would have been very foolish; but a great many do 
this. In the sweeping hour of trial, they rebel. But 
what a hopeless thing it is for our poor human hearts 
to fight against God! Iam happy to say that Job had 
grace to submit, and in that submission found heaven’s 
richest blessing.

Young Ladies and Gentlemen,—I am happy to greet 
you through the columns of the HERALD, for I deem 
no class more interesting and none which have a higher 
claim on the wisdom, experience, and advice of mature 
minds.

Doubtless you all remember the 
old proverb, ‘Show me your company and I will show 
you your character.” The ruin of many young people 
can be traced to this cause—a bad selection of associates. 
Ob, how many young men and young women have 
had their reputations injured and their prospects 
blighted for life by associating with those whose habits 
and character proved to be bad! Then, if you would 
shun those temptations, strive to associate with those 
who are virtuous and good. I entreat you to shun evil 
associations. If you would possess good habits it is all 
important that you begin now schooling the passions, 
curbing the appetite, and bringing the whole moral 
nature under complete control.

A REMINISCENCE OF BEECHER. 
A CHARACTERISTIC LETTER FROM THE GREAT 
PREACHER 
Eleven years ago, while Mr. Beecher was harassed 
with the trial of his hfe, an old pioneer Baptist mis- 
sionary, the Rev. G. ©. Chandler, of Forest Grove, 
Oregon, was stricken with paralysis while preaching st 
The Dalles. Dr..Chandler had spent several years in 
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Indianapolis as pastor of the Baptist Church while 
Henry Ward Beecher was doing his first work as a 
Presbyterian. Feeling a desire to test the amount of 
interest felt by so busy and popular a preacher in the 
acquaintances of his youth, and intending to write a 
sketch of Dr. Chandler’s life, I wrote him a brief letter 
stating the condition of his former acquaintance, ask- 
ing him if he had a word to suggest concerning his 
companionship, and referred toa baptismal season of 
which Mrs. Chandler had informed me. Hardly ex- 
pecting an answer, I was surprised to receive promptly 
the following characteristic autograph letter from Mr. 
Beecher, which I still have as a souvenir of his tender 
feeling, sparkling humor, and genial soul: 
Brooxtyn, N. Y., Jan. 12, 1876. 

Dear Sitr—In reply to your inquiries in letter of 
December 29, 1875, I would say that I remember very 
well the scene to which youallude. Brother Chandler 
and I were good friends, and when, as the fruit of a 
general revival, there were a number of persons from 
the Methodist, the Presbyterian, and Baptist churches 
to be immersed, it was agreed that the service should 
be a joint one. The Rev. Mr. Good (Methodist), 
Chandler (Baptist), and myself (then a Presbyterian). 
repaired to the bank of White River, on the south 
border of [odianapolis. Three thousand people assem- 
bled. The day was fine. The western sun threw the 
shadow of the trees upon the water. It was agreed, 
good naturedly, that, as immersion was distinctively a 
Baptist method of the ordinance, Brother Chandler 
should take charge of the general service and go d»wa 
with his candidates first. [Mrs. Chandler says it was 
changed and that Chandler baptized last.] Accordingly 
he selected and gave out the hymn; it was the wettest 
kind of a oe hymn. Brother Good avd I had to 
wade through the hymn as best we could, and as one 
of the deepest stanzas was given out I saw Chandler 
looking me out of one corner of his eye at me to 
a yy I liked it. But I sang every word and so did 

ood. 

Whether it was mv first experience in immersing I 
do not remember. Very likely it was. I know that it 
came near being my last. I had a candidate named 
Foutz,a Pennsylvania Dutchman, who stood nearly 
seven feet high, and when I had gone out with him 
until the water touched my armpits, he did not seem to 
me much more than knee deep, for much of his length 
arose from the distance between the knee and ankle. 
He relieved me by proposing to “double up,” and suit- 
ing the action to the word he knelt down, and then the 
rest of him was quite wanageable. 

I may add that on returning to the shore there was 
one man who wished to be baptized by affu,ion, and he 
knelt in the water and I took a cup and poured the 
baptism. A mother then advanced and asked me to 
baptize her babe, which I then and there sprinkled, so 
that in that scene there was baptism by immersion, by 
pouring, by sprinkling upon adult and upon infant sub- 
jects, by three pastors of three different denominations. 

Bro. Chandler was much esteem:d by Christians of 
all churches. Commend me to him with affectionate 
remembrances. Truly yours.

HOUSE VISITATION. 

There is little doubt that pastors accomplish a great 
deal of good by personal visitation. People whom they 
can not reach by the pastoral appeal of the sermon, 
can often be reached by the personal appeal of the in- 
dividual worker. And this personal appeal does not 
always need to come from the minister. A few words 
to us in the way of invitation, by one who wrought in 
the moment between the plow-handles, brought us to 
Jesus as surely as Philip brought Nathaniel to the 
same Master. 

That the private, personal word has won more than 
the public, general sermon, there is little room to rea- 
sonably question. If this be true, then the pastor that 
neglects the personal visitation doubtless greatly les- 
sens his own effectiveness. But the pastor must not 
be depended on alone for this work. The greatest ob- 
stacle we had to contend with as pastor in our personal 
visitations, was the objection that our own members did 
not display a social spirit in the same line. 

Every church should organize itself for a general 
house-to-house visitation, and, better vet, this visita- 
tion should be undertaken by all the churches in 
united, organized form. There is no city in America, 
probably, where one-half the Protestant families attend 
church as a rule. A systematic visitation would, we 
may reasonably believe, reach twenty per cent. of these 
absentees. What a wonderful result this would be! 
This line of work is now being quite generally adopted 
in the larger cities. Chicago is in the field and so is 
Philadelphia. In the latter city three hundred congre- 
gations recently united in a carefully planned and sys- 
tematic effort to visit every family in the city, and, as 
far as possible, every individual, in the interest of re- 
ligion. Great results are coming from those noble 
efforts. Families and hearts are touched into a new 
moral life by the kindly attention. 

We commend this plan of action to our onians both 
in town and country. Insist not only on the pastoral, 
but the laity visitation. District your parishes, organ- 
ize your committees, and on the first Sabbath of the 
month read the reports of the work done. The result 
will be grand, for the labor will be most helpful. Hun- 
dreds feel, justly or not, that they will not be welcome 
in the house of God. Prove to them that they will be, 
by visiting them in their own homes and inviting them 
with you to the sanctuary. J. Pu We

sevese The distinguished clergyman, Justin D. Fulton, 
of New York City, has resigned the pastorate of his 
church and proposes to give himself in fullest conse- 
cration to the work of converting disaffected and rest- 
less Roman Catholics to the Protestant faith. He 
feels specially commissioned of God to this work, and 
has felt himself called thereto for several years. He 
enters upon his work in the Masonic Temple of New 
York City, where he will continue for a few Sundays 
in connection with the Reformed Catholic movement 
under the leadership of Father O'Connor. Then he 
expects on invitation to visit all parts of the country. 
If Dr. Fulton enters upon this work with the wisdom 
of Luther, and can make it a matter of enlightenment 
rather than vindictive antagonism, we feel sure much 
good will come of his work. 

Seiias The American people should feel immeasurable 
alarm for the home and for the purity of domestic life, 
when the frequency and ease of divorce within our 
borders is considered. For every 1,000 marriages cel- 
ebrated in England, in 1880, there were two divorces, 
in Scotland three, in France nine, and in Massachu- 
setts forty-five! If this fact is not cause for alarm we 
know of none that is. As marriages are chiefly con- 
summated by ministers, the American clergy, without 
regard to denomination, should agree in some law con- 
trolling the matter of marriage. It should not be 
enough with us that authority for the solemnization of 
the marriage comes to our hands; inquiry should also 
be made as to the moral right of the marriage. Either 
the Congress of Churches or the Evangelical Alliance 
should consider this vital question and adopt rules 
governing the action of ministers in the premises. 


abaaei The Connecticut Legislature has passed a bill 
which prohibits the running of Sunday trains between 
10:30 a. M. and 3 Pp M except in cases of necessity and 
mercy. Outside these hours only mail trains may run. 
The handling of freight, except in necessity cases, is 
prohibited between sunrise and sunset. Excursion 
trains for Sunday are prohibited. This is a good law, 
and all our states would do well to imitate it in their 
legislation. John Adams was traveling by carriage, 
after he had been President, toward his home, but was 
ten miles away on Saturday. He felt very{anxious to 
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be at home ‘as business of importance demanded his 


immediate attention; but he would not travel on Sun- 
day. So, for example’s sake, and for conscience’s sake, 
he remained over Sunday as a worshiper. A certain 
professor preached for us in Dayton a few months ago, 
whose sermons (so valuable to us) we would have lost 
had he had no scruples about Sunday travel. He 
would not journey on Sunday, and thus, by a bad ex- 
ample, desecrate God’s holy day. He acquitted him- 
self honorably. 

ecneed A dear brother sees opposition to union in our 
article of last week. To show him that he is mistaken 
in this, we make this proposition: If the Free Bap- 
tists will advocate “organic union” on the fourth sec- 
tion of their report on union—“ Loyalty to the Gospel,” 
—as some of our brethren say they do, we will cordially 
co-operate with them for the consummation of the union; 
and, moreover, we believe that every conference, if 
not every church, of the Christians in America will do 
the same thing. We are in favor of union, not within 
denominational lines, but Church lines. Wecare nota 
fig for consolidated denominations, but we want some- 
thing broader—the one Church of the living God! 
Anything as a basis which excludes one of God’s chil- 
dren from Church fellowship is too narrow for con- 
sideration, and should meet with cordial opposition 
from any minister of the Christian Church, save as it 
leads to better things.

NEW YORK LETTER. 


The richest women in America, Miss Catharine 
Wolfe, has just passed away, leaving a fortune which is 
estimated at from ten to twenty-five millions, but may 
probably be set down at about twenty millions. She 
was in every way a lady of strong personality, and very 
charitable. Her benefactions have been estimated at 
from one hundred to two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars a year. Her winter home was in Madison 
Avenue, while her summers were spent at Newport, 
where she had erected an imposing house of Portland 
freestone, set well toward the sea. The building and 
grounds are said to have cost five hundred thousand 
dollars. Miss Wolfe’s gallery of paintings is justly 
celebrated for its many pieces from great masters. She 
was a communicant of Grace Church on Broadway, 
from which the funeral will be held on Thursday, 
Bishop Potter officiating. 

John Most, anarchist agitator and avenger, is loose 
again. The penitentiary on Blackwell’s Island deliv- 
ered him up after ten months’ incarceration, he receiv- 
ing a release of ten months for good behavior in prison. 
Monday night he had a reception at Cooper Union, at 
which time he addressed his following in blood-curd- 
ling oratory, declaring his hatred of society as it is, and 
denouncing American prisons as the worst in which he 
has been confined. As he has spent some eight or nine 
years in that kind of seclusion abroad, he may be said 
to have had some experience; but his testimony may 
be taken with some degree of allowance when it is re- 
membered that he speaks now witha purpose. His re- 
lease will bring fresh energy to his Freiheit newspaper, 
which languished somewhat during his compulsory re- 
tirement from the editorial chair. 

We have just escaped another horror of conflsgra- 
tion. Thursday night a tenement house in Essex 
Street caught fire from an over-heated baker’s oven in 
the basement, and in a few minutes the whole building 
was wrapped in flames. It was well provided with fire 
escapes, which gave egress to the swarming tenants 
within. The building was overcrowded, and many of 
the inmates, twenty or more, shockingly burned, but 
the lives lost have been few. 

Yesterday was Good Friday, a festival very largely 
observed in the metropolis. The public schools close, 
and remain unopened till Wednesday, the 13th. So 
also the courts were closed, and many of the city 
offices. Riding up Fifth Avenue, on my way to service 
at the church of a dear friend, I had a glimpse of the 
cosmopolitan character of our city. The Roman Cath- 
olic Cathedral at Fiftieth Street was open as usual, 
and a throng of worshipers was pouring in to the cele- 
bration of high mass. And among them I observed 
two peddlers, with heavy packs, and the strange thing 
shout it was that the men were Turks, They went

right in, packs and all, beside gentlemen in broadcloth 
and ladies in silks, and no one appeared to think it any- 
thing out of the way. 

The influence of the dime novel is still on us. Two 
school-boys, eleven or twelve years old, had revolvers 
in school. On the stairs they compared notes as to the 
finish of their weapons, when one pistol is discharged, 
with the result of.one boy being shot in the head. He 
will die. I have attributed the affair to the dime 
novel. - Possibly also Buffalo Bill’s show, the: Wild 
West, has had something to do with it. I have lately 
seen the street boys tossing lassos with considerable 
effect in their street plays. Most of them had been to 
the show. 

And now it is announced that Miss Wolfe bequeaths 
her great gallery of paintings to the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. Besides this she leaves the museum 
a cash bequest of $200,000. The paintings are worth 
half a million. This royal gift takes off a little the 
edge of the disappointment felt by the public when 
Mrs. Stewart’s gallery went under the hammer. 

Last night Plymouth Church mads a movement to- 
ward securing a pastor. A committee was appointed 
and an invitation was extended to Dr. Parker, of Lon- 
don, to preach in the church at his convenience, and 
the hospitality of Plymouth homes was offered him. 
This action is significant. It is known that there is a 
strong leaning in the church toward the eloquent Lon- 
don divine. 

The churches generally are decorating for Easter. 
The supply of flowers this year is very great, but the 
demand is so great that they will be held at a high 
price. Some of the churches will expend from $1,500 
to $2,000 on flowersalone. At St. Paul’s we shall be 
more modest; but there will be some decorations, and 
the services for the day will include morning service 
with communion and reception of members, the regu- 
lar Sunday-school, and the evening service, at which 
the children will sing, the pastor give an Easter ad- 
dress to the children, and close the day with a church 
wedding.

“A CRISIS.” 

Dear Bro. Jones,—Your editorial, “A Crisis,’ was 
timely, and on the right side as pertaining to the ques- 
tion of union. 

To take the “Bible for our creed” implies the right 
of searching it for myself, and to believe what I con- 
ceive it teaches in reference to doctrine and duty. I 
insist on this right myself, and to be consistent concede 
the same privilege to all others. Those who think 
otherwise must of necessity believe in human creeds, 
and should as a consequence take their place in some 
sectarian organization; at any rate I object to putting 
such men in a position to represent me or our people: 

We make and have always made “Christian charac- 
ter” our test of fellowship. This character is a result 
of believing in the Word of God, and in “the Christ, 
the Son of the living God.’’ To require more than 
this, the acceptance of a man-made creed or statement; 
for instance, has been, is now, and will always be the 
chief obstacle to Christian union. With sectarians a 
union of sects can be and may be accomplished in this 
way, but this is not the kind of union for which we are 
pleading and working. 

The “Disciples” profess also to fellowship on ‘“‘Chris- 
tian character,” but restrict their church fellowship to 
those immersed, and consequently must, to be consist- 
ent, deny Christian character to the unimmersed; must 
believe that those who are immersed and those only, 
have the faith that justifies and saves. This doctrine 
we have always dissented from, and the actions of very 
many of the Disciples themselves in associating with 
pedobaptists in union meetings, etc., speak much louder 
against their theory than they perhaps are aware of. 

If the Free Baptists are in favor of Christian union, 
and are willing to renounce as tests of fellowship the 
causes of divisions among true believers, we, I am 
sure, will hail the auspicious day. And organic union 
between us can then only be a question of the near 
future. But if they do not accept the “Bible as their 
only creed,” and do require some other test than Chris- 
tian character, we can not and must not abandon our 
position in order to union with them. If there are 


‘those among us who are seeking union with them on aj}. 


sectarian basis they should be exposed and opposed, and 
for doing this the editor of the HERALD and all other 


true leaders among us will be indorsed and upheld. It 
seems to me that any person, minister or layman,. who 
believes in the “liberty wherewith Christ has made his 
people free,” and calls it a “glorious birthright,” and 
disdains the “putting his neck under any yoke which 
hinders the freest interchange with all fellow-disci- 
ples,” etc., should be one of the very last persons to 
think of organic unity with the Free Baptists or any 
other people except upon the time-tried, time-hon- 
ored, and unsectarian basis—the basis of the people 
called Christians. 

Our people, so far as I know them, are willing to co- 
operate with sectarian Christians of every name to 
rescue-the perishing, to save their souls from death, 
and to build up the kingdom of Christ in the earth on 
the common platform of the Word of God, and the 
mutual recognition of Christian character, but so far 
as I am concerned I want always the liberty, in an 
honorable and Christian way, to present to the con- 
verts, brought to Christ in union efforts, the evils of 
s2¢etarianism, together with the scriptural position 
occupied by our people, and thus place the responsi- 
bility of their joining sectarian churches where it prop- 
erly belongs. N. W. Crovusz

WHAT WILL BE THE RESULT? 


Bro, Editor,—In the issue of March 24-h, you ask, 
“What will be the nature and extent of the i: fluence 
of Professor Morrill’s course upon students for the 
Christian ministry with whom he is constantly in con- 
tact?” 

Will you permit me to say a word in reply for the 
sake of the students that have been under him? I 
have nothing to say about Professor Morrill. He is 
abundantly able to take care of himself if he feels 
aggrieved. Words of insinuation carry with them a 
power for evil little thought of by some writers, and 
usually reach others beside those for whom they are in- 
tended. 

During mv course of study at the Christian Biblical 
Institute I learned that the class of students that goes 
there is not composed of boys capable of being molded 
into any line of thought that may seem best to the 
faculty. They, as a rule, are not minors. They enter 
with opinions already matured as to their own line of 
conduct, and capable of exercising their own judgment. 
The day is past in which students could be molded at 
will, and sent forth bearing the particular impress of 
‘their different schools. The thoughtful student of 
to-day —whatever be his belief—has an individuality of 
his own, and i! he has not the church of Christ has no 
need of him. 

Again, Dr. Weston and Professor Morrill have a 
course of instruction which thy follow, and which 
does not include the teaching of union or otherwise 
with Freewill or any other Baptists, excepting the 
love that all Christians are called upon to have for 
each other. The regular duties of each day keep 
both professors and students busy, and students there 
have little time for hobby-riding; that is left to those 
who have more time for it. Unless I am much mis- 
taken the students that leave the Biblical Institute.are 
far more interested in preaching the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ and extending his kingdom, than they are in 
seeking union or watching other ministers. And 
while they thank God for the best principles that a 
church can have, they sometimes are troubled by the 
actions of those who try to make our church too nar- 
row for any that differ with them. 

If justice refuses to believe any one guilty till the 
guilt is proved, surely those who possess the spirit of 
Jesus Christ should suspect no brother of wrong in- 
tentions till it is manifest. Personally, I have no lean- 
ing towards the Freewill Baptists, and I ask for the 
pub'ication of this only as a matter of justice.

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TRANSFIGURATION. 


In the beautiful relation of the transfiguratior, it is 
related (Matt. 17: 3) that Moses aod Elias appeared 
talking with Jesus. Verse 4 tells the story ot Peter 
proposing to build ‘three tabernacles, one for Jesus, 
one for Moses, and one for Elias.” Luke repeats the 
same words (9: 30) saying, “There talked with him 
two men, which were Moses and Elias.” 

T. J. Puckett, of Marion, Indiana, writes that some 
of our sister denominations preached that it was Moses 
and Juhn the Baptist that appeared, and refers to the 
words in the tenth verse, ‘Why then say the scribes 
that Elias must first come” as proof that it was Elias? 
And “some Marion folks want to hear from Bro. Sum- 
merbell on this.” 

SUMMERBELL S RESPONSE 


There is no proof at all that it was Juhn, and much 
probability that it was not. Had it been John the dis- 
ciples in the tenth verse would not have said, “‘Why then 
say the scribes that Elias must first come?” But they 
would more probably have said, ‘Now we kaow that 
John is. Eiijsh, and therefore uhe scribes were right in 
saying that El:jah must first come.’’ Whereas, though 
they had knowao J ho, and would have here called him 
by his own ‘amiliar name, they knew this visitor not as 
John but El)jih, and Jesus had to instruct them that 
Elijah had indeed come, thatis, in J vhn, who came in 
the spirit and power of Evijsh; and they did not know 
him, but they had slain him as they would Jesus. 
(Verse 12) And verse 13 says, ‘ Zhen,” then (not be- 
fore), but, “Then the disciples understood that he 
spake unto them of Jvhn the Baptist.” This is strong 

proof that they had not before understood that John’s 
coming as a refurmer was the fulfillment of the prom- 
ised c.m ng of Elijah. Also, had it been John who 
appeared on the mount the fact would have been 
so remarkable that, like the “sister denominations,” 
Jesus and the disciples would have so named it. There 
was, indeed, no necessity for J hn to return to see 
Jesus; but one of the sublimest lessons of the Gospel 
is seen in two who had been in the other life so long— 
one who had died in the bosom of God, and one who 
had gone up into heaven without tasting death; one 
representing the law, the other the prophets; one rep- 
resenting the dead, and the other those who shall be 
alive at his coming and rise to meet him as El‘jsh did. 
To have these two meet the dear Savior on the mount, 
to be as Peter gays, ‘‘Eye witnesses of his majesty” (LI. 
Peter 1: 16 )is a thought full of glory and assurance.

BENEVOLENT CONTRIBUTIONS. 


It is stated in the Advance that the total benevolen: 
contributions for the year to Congregational missions 
amounted to $1,677 210. and that the home expend- 
itures for the year are $3 909 225, a decrease of $658 502 
“From this,” says the writer, “it will be seen that if 
the total missionary contributions are somewhat less 
than during the prec ding year, the decrease in the 
home expenditures was very much greater still.’”’ All 
of which is indicative of a healthy financial condition 
of the denomination. 

Heretofore, the Christians have not, in my judgment, 
put forth sufficient effort to gather these financial sta- 
tistics which do so unmistakably show whether they 
are in a healthy condition or otherwise. 

In the above-named article the writer continues, 
“All of these significant facts are worthy of note, and 
of the most careful consideration. . They are in certain 
respects the co-¢ ficients of the life and progress of the 
denomination ;” all of which is, beyond doubt, correct, 
and yet I have heard it stated in not a few instances 
upon efforts being’ made to get like statistics of the 
Christians, that time spent in such efforts was of no 
avail, other than to ape after the popular sectarian de- 
nominations about us. Iam glad to know, however, 
that as a people we have so far advanced as to now have, 
in tangible form, such statistics as will show that we 
are not only alive, but that we are really making some 
growth. Said statistics are compiled in book form, 
entitled “The Qadrennial Bock,” a copy of which 
should be in the library of all the families of the Chris- 
tians; especially should every minister of the Christians 
be in possession of a copy, by purchase, if able, but it 
not, and he be worthy, then those who are able should 
make him a donation of one, which would be of great 


benefit to him and profit to the donor.

NOTES. 


A revival has occurred at San Salvador, West Africa, 
in connection with the station of the English Baptist 
Missionary Society, and one hundred converts are re- 
ported. k 

The people in Formosa, instructed by the missionary 
of the Presbyterian Church of England, are now giv- 
ing practical proof of the value they put upon religion 
by making arrangements to establish a mission of their 
own in the Pescadores Islands. 


Bishop Caldwell, of the Anglican diocese of Madras, 
recently ordained no fewer than sixteen native clergy- 
men at one time—the largest number ever ordained at 
one time in India. All were ordained deacons save 
one. They are connected with the missions of the So- 
ciety for the Propagation of the Gospel, which has 
over one hundred native clergymen in India. 


Our Wesleyan brethren are entering upon a new 
mission in upper Burmah, now that this great empire 
has come under the administration of the British Gov- 
ernment. A deputation to survey the territory was 
very warmly received in Rangoon by the missionary 
brethren already upon the ground. The American 
Baptist Church has, in lower Burmah, its strongest 
mission. This mission has thirty-four missionaries and 
three medical helpers, with 63 female missionaries, in- 
cluding wives, making one hundred foreign workers. 
They have 122 ordained pastors, 346 self-supportirg 
churches, and 156 receiving aid. They have 10,(00 
children in these schools, and a membership of 25,857. 
The Bible has been translated into four of the native 
dialects, and yet Cardinal Wiseman once spoke of “the 
sterility of Protestant missions,’ and some persons 
with us still affirm that no impression has been made 
in these Oriental countries by missionary labors. Other 
denominations have also sent missionaries to Burmah, 
but have not yet accomplished so much as the Baptist 
brethren, who were earlier in the field. The Wesleyan 
deputation met with an enthusiastic reception. No 
jealousies were excited. The field is too wide and too 
necessitous to awaken anxieties in reference to other 
laborers. Ata meeting for consultation, when it was 
announced that the Wesleyan brethren were looking 
toward upper Burmah, one of the veteran laborers ex- 
claimed, “Praise God! Let them come. There is 
work enough and room enovgh. I wish there were 4 
hundred of them coming.” The depu'ation was com- 
mended to God in a succession of earnest prayers, and 
the interview was closed with a social tea, enjoyed with 
them by the families of the mission. The Wesleyans 


have made Mandalay, the seat of the government of 

the deposed King Theebaw. the headquarters of the 

new mission.— Zion's Herald.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Wasuineton, D. C., April 4, 1887. 

Since I last wrote you the five gentlemen who com- 
pose the new Inter-State Commerce Commission arrived 
in the city, talked over preliminaries, visited the Presi- 
dent, interviewed Secretary Lamar, received their 
commissions, took the oath of office, inspected their 
temporary quarters, took possession of them, elected 
their chairman, and entered upon their new duties. 

So what the country has long been clamoring for is 
now an accomplished fact. But while the new court 
will be able to remedy some evils in current transpor- 
tation methods, it is pretty certain not to do so great 
an amount of good as is anticipated from it by all sorts 
of reformers who think that everything can be regu- 
lated by law. 

The president of the Commission is Judge Cooley, a 
Michigan Republican. His election was predetermined. 
It was understocd by the other members that the 
President wanted him to be at the head and they ac- 
quiesced in his choice without discussion, admitting 
that the Judge knew more about law and railroad mat- 
ters than all the others put tcgether. 

As the board is now made up and organized (it con- 
sists of three Democrats and two Republicans, one of 
which is chairman), when it fails to satisfy shippers— 
as it is almost certain to do—the Democratic House 
can divide the incoming growls with the Republican 
Senate, and the Democratic majority of the Commis- 
sion can plead that the work was directed by a R=pub- 
lican chairman. To appoint a majority of Republicans 
on the Commission would have been a shrewd move on 
the part of the President, but the next wisest thing 
was to give the Republican party the management of 
it and the responsibility attached. 

Probably no appointment of President Cleveland’s 
since the 4th of March, 1885, has given more general 
satisfaction than that of Mr. Fairchild to be Secretary 
of the Treasury. It is in the direct line, too, of civil 
service reform—a promotion for real merit. The new 
Cabinet officer is very popular at the Treasury Depart- 
ment as is also Judge Maynard, the Second Comptrol- 
ler, who takes the place of Assistant Secretary. When 
their promotions were authoritatively announced these 
two officials were overwhelmed with congratulations. 
The rush was so great that Mr. Fairchild was forced to 
ask all callers to desist until a certain hour, when both 
gentlemen gave themselves up to handshaking with the 
hundreds of employes of the department. 

Mrs. Fairchild, the wife of the new Secretary of 
the Treasury, and the first lady of the Cabinet, is a 
quiet, cultivated lady, with retiring and graceful man- 
ners, one whom it will be a pleasure to regard as a 
leader. She is a niece of the late Governor Seymour, 
of New York, and the family, being in mourning, have 
not gone much into society since they came here. They 
live in a rather modest house in the fashionable West 
Ead, and Mrs. Fairchild remarked that it was not un- 
til recently that they decided to keep it, not knowing 
but that they would go out of office with Secretary 
Manning. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the marble halls and 
corridors of the Capitol have been deserted by our law- 
makers for a month, the guides about the building are 
doing a flourishing business. Visitors from all parts 
of the United States flock there every day by the hun- 
dred. Before the Fiftieth Congress begins its execu- 
tive life the Capitol and grounds will present a much 
grander appearance than they have ever before possess- 
ed. Great changes for the better are in progress. The 
amount asked for this purpose was $125,000, but Con- 
gress decided that the present condition of the Capitol 
approaches should be remedied as quickly as possible, 
and doubled the amount: The $250,000 thus placed at 
the disposal of the architect will enable him to have 
the work entirely completed during the summer. 

Just beyond the beautiful plezs which stretches east- 
ward from the Capitol, excavations and preparations 
are being made for the erection of the new Congres- 
sional Library, where the largest and most valuable col- 
lection of books in the United States are to be stowed 


away. 

There are over 600 000 volumes, and it is commonly 
said that Mr. Spoff>rd, the Librarian of Congress, knows 
something about the contents of every volume in the 
library. A Congressman recently said, facetiously, “I 
don’t read books; I read Spofford.’”’ If a Senator or 


of obscure origin he goes to Mr. Spofford. If he wants 
the best authority on any subject, or, indeed, if he 
wants to learn anything that may be found in any of 
those thousands of volumes, he goes to the same source. 





MRS. WETMORE. 


I have been pained by hearing of the death of Hat- 
riet E Wetmore, of Springboro, Pa. I have known 
her more or less intimately about sixteen years, as one 
of the most remarkable Christians with whom it has 
ever been my privilege to associate; persevering in 
good works, devoted to the cause of her Master, a 
source of blessedness to all around her. She was the 
wife of Deacon W. D. Wetmore, of the Spring Church, 
and was a support unto her husband in all ways, proba- 
bly, in which a wife can be a help unto her companion. 
She became a Christian at eighteen years of age, and 
was a member of the Spring Church nearly half a cen- 
tury, perhaps. It was her lot, and she esteemed it a 
privilege, to take care of the father and mother of her 
husband in their last years, and especially in the care 
of her mother-in-law, her Christian spirit was mani- 
fest, for for years she had been almost helpless. I 
think I have heard her husband say that in the thirty- 
nine years of their wedded life he had never received 
@ cross or irritating word from her; and the same was 
true of his parents. The last six years of her own life 
were peculiarly a burden because of stroke after 
stroke of apoplexy, or paralysis During the last 
three years of these six years of affliction she could not 
turn in her bed without being lifted. Her patience 
and Christian spirit were visible through it all. 

I write these words because the last six years of her 
lifé, in which she was under a cloud of weakness, have 
obscured the memory and luster of her previous Chris- 
tian activity, in which her house was the home of min- 
isters and all Christian people, and she was a partici- 
pant, by the work of her loving hands in all church 
interests, public service, Sunday-school, prayer-meet- 
ings, church festivals, etc.; but having been separated 
from Springboro by hundreds of miles for a number of 
years, indeed during the whole time of her physical 
weakness, [ remember, poasibly better than those who 
lived at Springboro, generally, the sunny smile with 
which she would greet me at my call, and the iv fluence 
of her word and presence in the house of God. Her 
denominational interest was always great. She wasa 
life-member of the New York State Association, had 
been a subscriber to the HERALD or GosPEL LIBERTY 
from the time of the old Palladium and was always 
faithful in God’s house. 

I lay this tribute of respect on her grave.
